Our Impo rts o f Fo o d 
With the home demand for domestic foodstu ffs al­ 
most eq u alling produ ction, the United States is not 
only redu cing its ex ports bu t is increasing its im­ 
ports of certain foodstu ffs. This is one of the strik ­ 
ing featu res of a rev iew by the Department of Com­ 
merce of the foreign 
trade. Figu res show that im­ 
ports of foodstu ffs in their natu ral condition, inclu d- 
inig food animals, increased from $117,104,237 in the 
ball' y ear ended with March, 19 13, to $143,421,536 , du r­ 
ing the corresponding period this y ear and that im­ 
ports of food stu ffs partly or wholly prepared for u se, 
in the same period, increased from $9 5,744,240 to 
$100,9 6 7,378. The increase in importations of all food 
produ cts in the period named approx imated ov er $30,- 
000,000, or an av erage of $3,000,000 a month. 
Figu res of ex ports are ev en more strik ing. Of cru de 
foodstu ffs, ex ports fell off more than 50 per cent, 
while prepared foodstu ffs also declined. Ex ports of 
cru de foodstu ffs fell from $115,850,453 in six months' 
period of 19 13 to $55,483,787 in the corresponding pe­ 
riod this y ear and manu factu red produ cts from $1X0,- 
007,422 to $16 2,*>22.6 20. Food articles showing largest 
increases in importations were beef, cattle, 
corn, 
wheat, rice, macaroni, fru its, molasses and edible 
oils. 


Cok e Ou tpu t Last Year 
All records In cok e produ ction were brok en In 
19 13, according to a statement by Edward W. Park er 
of the United States Geological Su rv ey , the ou tpu t 
being 46 ,311,36 9 short tons, v alu ed at $128,9 51,430. 
This is an increase ov er the 19 12 ou tpu t of 2,327.770 
tons in q u antity and $17,146 ,317 in v alu e. Of the 19 13 
produ ction 38 .59 6 ,6 6 9 tons was made iti beehiv e ov ­ 
ens and 12,714,700 tons, or 27.4 per cent, in retort 
or distillation ov ens, where all the by -produ cts— 
tar, gas, ammonia, etc.—are sav ed. The increase 
in produ ction of by -produ ct cok e was ov er twice as 
large as the increase in beehiv e cok e. 
The principal increase in by -produ ct cok e produ c­ 
tion in 19 13' was in Alabama, where the net gain 
was nearly 50 per cent, from 1,349 ,79 7 tons in 19 12, 
to 2,022,9 59 tons in 19 13. The increase in Pennsy l­ 
v ania was nearly one-third, from 1,9 74,6 19 tons iy 
19 12, to 2,G2S,GS0 tons in 19 13. 


Su lphu r Ou tpu t Last Year 
Su lphu r produ ction in the United States in 19 13 
was the largest in the history of the Indu stry when 
the ou tpu t was 311.59 0 long tons, v alu ed at $5,479 ,- 
849 , according to the Geological Su rv ey . The ou tpu t 
was 8118 long tons greater than that of 19 12, and 
showed an increase in v alu e of $223,427. The States 
produ cing the su lphu r were Lou isiana, Tex as, and 
Wy oming. The United States, according to the Su r­ 
v ey , is rapidly gaining on Sicily , which leads 
the 
world in the produ ction of su lphu r, and whose ou t­ 
pu t in 19 13 was 346 ,213 long tons. Produ ction of 
su lphu ric acid in the United States in 19 13 was 3,- 
538,89 0 short tons of fifty -degree acid, v alu ed at $22,- 
36 6 ,482. This was an increase of 6 22,9 80 short.tons 
ov er that of 19 12. 


Watch for Stolen Money Orders 
The Los Angeles postoffice on Thu rsday issu ed 
the following warning: “in order to prev ent possible 
loss to merchants and others, the postofiice offi­ 
cials hav e issu ed a special warning to all patrons. 
Six hu ndred money order forms nu mbered from 
14001 to 146 00 were stolen from the postoffice at 
Belmont, Cal., on the night of Ju ne 8. These stolen 
money orders may be promptly u ttered and each 
of them can be made ou t for a max imu m of $100. 
If any of the money orders between the nu mbers 
mentioned are presented by any person the police 
department and the main postoffice station shou ld 
be promptly notified.

Co mpla in o f Ga s Ra te 
The city of Redlands, which lias v ested the con­ 
trol of pu blic u tilities in the Railroad Commission, 
has filed a complaint with the Railroad Commission 
against the Citru s Belt Gas Company , in which the 
commission is ask ed to fix the rates which shall be 
charged for gas by the company and to order ex ten­ 
sions and additions to the plant. It is set forth in 
the application that an ordinance adopted by the 
mu nicipality pu t a rate of $1.10 per thou sand cu bic 
feet into force, which was to become effectiv e May 
1, 19 11. Prior to that time the rate was $1.20 per 
thou sand cu bic feet, and the company has serv ed 
notice u pon the city that it will continu e to charge 
the rate of $1.20 instead of the rate fix ed by the new 
ordinance. 


Sav ed From Receiv ership 
The Missou ri Pacific Railway Company lias been 
sav ed from a receiv ership by the action of the Gou ld 
interests and Spey er & Company , who agreed to 
pu rchase any notes not deposited u nder the ex ten­ 
sion agreement and thereu pon deposit them for ex ­ 
tension.

Under the new scheme of tax ation Introdu ced by 
Dav id Lloy d-George, Chancellor of the Ex cheq u er, in 
his bu dget for 19 14-19 15, a man hav ing an income 
from a capital of $5,000,000 will hav e to pay one-third 
of his income in tax es. In the first place, he has to 
pay 28 cents on ev ery $5 in income tax . Then he has 
to pay a similar amou nt in su per tax and when he 
dies $1 on ev ery $5 of what is left has to lie paid for 
death and estate du ties. The total is figu red at ju st 
u nder one-third of the income.

Ana Chamber of Commerce trip to the 
top of Old Saddleback so well he wants 
to take another one. 
Shaw ’s proposal is to ascend by way 
of the Silverado trail, and to 
spend 
the night up as close to the stars as 
it is possible to get. in this county un­ 
less one happens to he Glenn M artin 
or some other sky pilot of his ambi­ 
tions. 
Thé journey made by the Santa Ana 
party was by way of Jop lin ’s and the 
upper end of the 
Santiago 
canyon, 
which heads in on the other side of 
the portion of Old Saddleback that is 
closest to Santa Ana.
